The law requires that all assessors 
shall assess properties at the valu- 
ation that the property would bring 
at a bona fide sale- after due publi- 
cation. This practically means that 
the assessors by law are required to 
assess all properties at their actual 
value instead of 
one-half 
o- one- 
third value. The assessors take an 
oath that" they "will assess properties 
according to the 1-aw 
of full valu* 
ation. We believe this is the most 
equable way to reach the value of 
all properties for 
assessment. Of 
course, a great many people will 
feel that their "taxes' will be doubled 
if their taxation is doubled. At 
a 


thousand dollars now with ten mills 
tax, if it should be assessed at two- 
thousand 
dollars 
under 
the full 


valuation your tax rate 
would be 
five mills. 


Where the 
property 
has been 
sold by an Administrator or Execu- 
tor or Trustee that property would 
be valued at the amount .bid at "the 
sale because that would be a bona 
fide sale with due 
publication. Of 


course, the assessors are supposed to 
be men of good judgment of property 
values and-if a property enhances In 
price or depreciates in market the 
assessor 
is supposed 
to allow the 


difference of any 
appreciation 
or 


depreciation. 
The new svstem re- 


quired by 
law is novel 
and, 
of 


course, will be objected to by a 
great many people, but the Court and 
the 
Commissioners .and we think 
that after the valuations are placed 
and changed to a full valuaftioa the 
people will be better satisfied 
and 
taxes will be more equable among 
the people, the valuation will be more 
uniform than under the old system of

SUICIDE INCREASING 


WITH UNEMPLOYMENT 


There are 
indications that 
the 


downward trend In the suicide death 
rate which has continued since 1915 
has received a decided check this 
year, says a bulletin of the Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance Company. During 
the first seven months of 1921 the 
rate from suicide among more than 
13,000,000 industrial policyholders 
was 7.3 per 100,000, which is an in- 
crease of 26 per cent, over the rate 
fo rthe correspondin period of 1920 
Other observers have noted the same 
facts in their respective fields. The 
National Committee for Mental Hy- 
giene has called 
attention to 
the 


marked increase in the 
number of 


suicides, especially among ex-soldiers 
and 
others in 
the general popu- 
lation. 


In 1920 the rate among 
insured 


wage earners was less than one-half 
what it had been in 1911. Yet in the 
later months of 1920 a fundamental 
change seems to have set in which 
has continued throughout the 
first 
seven months of 1921. 
Month after 


month the suicide rate is mounting 
over the corresponding figures for 
the months of 1920, and it is very 
likely that 
the rate for the 
whole 


year will be higher than for the pre- 
ceding one. It is an interesting pro- 
blem to know whether the unemploy- 
ment situation of the last year is, in 
fact, responsible for the observed 
conditions as to suicide. Are suicides 
a very sensitive Index of the preval- 
in economic well-being of the people^ 
It would seem so.

no sales tax-legislation put through 
at this session of Congress despite 
enthusiastic advocacy of the bill to- 
day by Senator New of Indiana, one 
of the Administration leaders in the 
Senate. 
House leaders served notice on the 
Senate informally that the proposi- 
tion is not acceptable to the majority 
members of the lower body and in- 
cidentally issued a warning that in 
their opinion the substitution at this 
time of sales tax 
for the 
present 


method would be disastrous political- 
ly and they do not propose to take 
the risk. 
, 
In the opinion of the House lead- 
ers, the majority in Congress is faced 
with the "absolute necessity of lifting 
instead of shifting takes. They do not 
agree with the members of the agri- 
cultural bloc in the Senate that °ur- 
tax and the excess profits tax cannot 
be reduced without substituting other 
taxes. They insist that the 
budget 


can be reduced to the extent neces- 
sary by economy in Governmental 
expenditures.

TREAT THE CAUSE, 


NOT THE CONSTIPATION 


In an article on constipation, in

Arthur H. Hopkins of Philadelphia 
insists that it is futile to try to treat 
it without first 'ascertaining its cause. 
This is most commonly some error or 
irregularity in the diet, and the obvi- 
ous cure is to rectify this error, what 
ever it may be. 


Dr. Hopkins denounces the habit- 


ual use of cathartic 
medicines for 
these establish a habit and the suf- 
ferer soon finds he cannot do with- 
out them. A daily dose of salts of any 
kind is an insult to the 
stomach. 


Abuse of cathartics inevitably leads 
to chronic constipation. 


The most important treatment is 
to establish a habit of regularity. In 
beginning this a glycerine supposi- 
tory or the injection of one or two 
ounces of oilve oil with a 
syringe 
will often be of help. 


But the bowels can 
usually ba 
regulated by a little care with the diet 
The trouble with many people is that 
they eat too much highly refined food 
What they need is plants, 
the cell 
walls of which are made of cellulose, 
which cannot be digested. Spinach, 
cabbage, cauliflower and carrots con- 
tain most of this; fruits, bran and 
agar agar will also supply it. Water 
also should be drunk before break- 
fast and throughout the day. 


Dr. Hopkins recognizes 
that in 


some cases a laxative is needed and 
for these he recommends castor oil, 
mineral oil, cascara and senna. 


He warns against rhubarb, and he 
has no use for purgatives in the 
treatment of constipation.

MANY POISONED BY 


USE OF FROZEN EGGS 


During the hot summer that has 


prevailed in France there have been 
many cases of poisoning from eating 
pastry with so-called "cream" fill- 
ing. Investigation shows that 
this 


filling was made from frozen eggs. 
These are imported from China into 
the United States in large quantities. 


Dr. 
Lindet, a 
member 
of i the 


French Academy of Science, who has 
made a special study of the matter, 
says frozen eggs are unfit for 
any 
other use than in making biscuits, In 
which the prolonged baking at high 
temperature kills 
the germs 
with 


which they are contaminated. 


NOTHING IS WASTKO

It is the chemist's special duty in

No 1 >.'f or are 
the cores and skins of apples dis- 
carded as scraps. A.pple pulp contains 
pectin, which has the happy faculty 
of making jelly "jell." So in these 
fruits which are short of it a little 
addition of apple pulp for pectin will 
work the magic charm and save the 
skins. 
Corncobs have not escaped 
the 


watchful eye of the 
chemist, 
for 
whereas 50,000,000,000 bushels of 
this refuse of the syrup, starch, or 
sugar factories were wasted every 
year in the United States, the chem- 
ists of the Carbohydrate Laboratory 
of the Department of Agriculture of 
Washington have found that it is 
possible to digest the cobs with hot 
water and thereby extract about 30 
per cent, of a gum suitable for bill 
posting and labelling. 
During the war, when it was diffi- 
cult to import many of the

sary products for explosives, 
the 
War Department found that oetter 
and cheaper nitro-starch, one of the 
safest of the high explosives, could 
be made from our. home-grown, corn- 
starch than from tapioca, formerly 
imposed from Java.

If the beef calf selected for raising 


Is to develop into a useful, profitable 
indiMdtial for breeding pinpo^es. It 
must be a good calf as well as the 
descendant of good ancestors. Keep 
in mind that you are either selecting 
a calf for a herd bull or for a founda- 
tion breeding cow. To be classed as 
a good calf it must have the proper 
form, which is sometimes .spoken of 
as "type" or "conformation." If you 
expect to select a calf with these nec- 
essary requirements, you should be- 
come familiar with them. 
Stwdy pic- 


tures of famous animals; note their 
form. A score card of the breed yon 
are most interested in would be use 
ful. 
Learn the different parts of a 


beef animal and the method of exam- 
ination In judging them. 


In selecting the calf, first get an 


Idea of its general appearance. This 
you may do by looking at it from a 
distance of from 10 to 15 feet, ob- 
serving its weight or growth accord- 
ing to age, conformation, quality, con- 
dition, body, breed type, and general 
disposition. Observe it closely, begin- 
ning at the head and neck, then fore- 
quarters, body, and hindquarters, In 
order named. If a bull Is selected, It 
should not have the appearance of a 
heifer or a steer, but the strong, vig- 
orous, masculine appearance of a bull 
In every detail. If a heifer Is selected, 
she should have the feminine appear- 
ance of a good breeding cow rather 
than the possible coarseness or rough 
ness of a steer. 


Thus observing the calf without put- 


Ing your hands on it, select one that 
is stylish and active. When viewed 
from the front it should have a short 
face, large muzzle, wide forehead, 
short neck, and a wide, deep chest, In- 
dicating a strong, vigorous constitution.

Died in France Could Not Be Iden. 
tlfied, Despite the Disks They Were 
Given.

Washington.—In 
the 
presence of 


' ranking military officers of all coun- 
tries which took a part- in the great 
war as allies against the central pow- 
ers of Europe, an unknown American 
soldier will be burled on Armistice day 
In the national cemetery at Arlington. 
The highest military honors which it 
Is possible to give will be accorded the 
unknown warrior. 


• Already in England and in France 


tfc* bodies of unknown soldiers of 
those countries have been buried with 
every possible tribute. 
The French 


soldier lies under the Arc de Tri- 
omphe, and the British soldier within 
the walls of Westminster 
abbey. 


Gen. John J. Pershlng, commanding 


general of the American army, is now 
on his way to France, where he will 
participate In the ceremony of award- 
ing the American Medal of Honor, 
voted by the American congress, to 
the unknown soldier of France, whose 
body lies^ under the great triumphal 
arch. 


If General Pershlng has time before 


his presence Is needed In the United 
States to welcome Marshal Foch and 
other foreign military officers, he will 
Ylsit England and place the American 
Medal of Honor upon the grave of the 
unknown British soldier, who lies in 
Westminster abbey. „ In'case he can- 
not visit England, the medal ceremony 
•will be performed'by another Ameri- 
can military officer of high rank. 


Represents Spirit of the Service. 
The 
unknown American 
soldier, 


•WBoee body- is to be buried in Arling- 
ton on Armistice day, will rest in the 
great amphitheater which has within 
its encircling walls a Hall of Fame. 
The soldier will be the only unknown 
American to rest within the enclosure. 
Unknown as he is, this American mem- 
ber of the expeditionary force is in 
sentiment supposed to represent the 
spirit of the service and the willing- 
ness for sacrifice of all Americans 
who entered the army or navy durinjr 
the great war. That he is not known 
adds, of rcourse, to the somewhat mys- 
tical nature of the ennobling cere- 
mony. 


Who is the unknown soldier? 
No 


one can nnswer. 
It is" certain, of 


course, that the American authorities, 
and the British and French authorities 
used every effort to determine the 
identity of the unknown before mak- 
ing the bodies the subjects and the cen- 
ters of the tributes of the nations. A 
frood many unknown soldiers were hur- 
led In the fields of France. Since their 
burial, some of the unknown dead have 
been identified, but identification in 
many cases has been 'due more to ac- 
cident than to anything else. 


Every soldier 
and sailor in 
the 


American army, 
officer 
or enlisted 


man. 
was supposed to vear on his 


person two identification disks. Some- 
times three were worn, one on the 
wrist and two about the neck pendent 
from cords. When a soldier was bur- 
ied on the field one of his identifica- 
tion disks was buried with him and 
the other was kept for reference. Un- 
less the burial was under fire, or nec- 
essarily hurried for some reason, the 
grave always was marked with the 
identification number of the dead and 
with the number, of his regiment and 
the letter of hie company. These pre 
llmlnary precautions made It possible 
in almost every case to fix the iden- 
tity of tht fallen. 


Discarded or Lost Their Disks. 
Soldiers 
sometimes 
did 
curious 


things which it is hard to oxplain. 
A number of men threw away their 
identification disks or else lost them, 
although how they could be lost It is 
hard to explain. The'cords by which 
the disks were suspended from the 
neck and .hidden under the blouse were 
stout tapes which years of wear seem- 
ingly would not abrade to the break 
Ing point r The tapes and pendants 
were not supposed to be removed. 


In all the armies which fought the 


Germans on the western front it wao 
foun'3 at times that soldiers who had 
bofn killed bore no identification tags 
There were a few cases in which all 
the insignia on the man's clothing bail 
been removed. In most of these cases, 
the presumption was that the bodies 
lay unburied after a temporary re- 
treat and thnt the Germans removed 
the tags and the regimental identifi- 
cation marks for the purpose of deter- 
mining just what units of 
I lie enein.v

1. Fear fell upon all (.v. IT). News 


of the casting out of these evil spirits

2. It brought to the front those who

Ihiuj; right lives (v. 18). They be- 
lieved, but had not broken from sin. 


8. Gave up the practice of black 


arts '(v. 10). This means forms of 
jugglery bj use of charms and magi- 
cal words. All such are in Apposi- 
tion to the will of God; therefore no 
one can have fellowship with God and 
practice them. They proved the gen- 
uineness of their actions by publicly 
burning their books.

(vv. 25-29). Demetrius, 
a 


leading business man, whose business 
was the stay of others of a similar 
nature, called a meeting and stuted 
that much people had turned from 
idolatry und that the market for their 
wares was materially weakening. He 
appealed to his fellows (a) on the 
ground of business, saying "This, our 
craft, is in danger of being set at 
naught," (v. 27). (b) On the ground 
of religious prejudice. He said "The 
temple of the great goddess Diana 
should be despised" (v. 27)'. He be- 
came quite religious when he saw that 
his business was

with. His speech gained his end ; the 
whole crowd WHS enraged nnd yelled
